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General  Outlook:  At  present  the  indications  are  that  stream 

flow  may  be  greater  than  normal  during  the  spring  breakup. 

Soil  moisture  was  high  last  fall  when  freezeup  came  and  this 
could  mean  greater  than  normal  runoff  this  spring,  f resent 
information  is  to  sketchy  to  warrant  any  accurate  forecasting. 

Snow  Cover:  Snow  cover  in  Alaska  is  gen"': -ally  heavier  than 

during  1961.  The  max'imum  snow  covui'  usuaj  ly  occurs  n'^ar  the 
first  of  April  so  considerable  snoij  could  be  added  to  tne 
present  cover.  Some  of  the  "Old  Tiiirers"  in  the  Tanana  lalley 
say  they  have  much  more  snow  than  normal.  This  is  also  the 
case  in  the  3u',si'i-na  and  Matanuska  Valleys.
